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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD 


Seven schools have been maintained within the district 
the past year, and taken as a whole,commendable progress 
has been made. Thecorps of teachers has given faithful 
and earnest service. No complaints worthy of attention 
have been made to the School Board in any school in the 
District. 

In regard to the school buildings, there is no need of re- 
pairs at present, for which any appropriatioa need be made 
unless for painting. Wehave in mind particularly the 
Corner school and the Center Harbor school, schools No. 3 
and 6. 

Fhe School Board has deemed it for the interest of the 
District to close the Neck Road school and unite it with 
the Center Harbor school. This was done at the com- 
mencement of the Spring Term. We helieve it is not ad- 
visable to again employ a teacher for the Red Hill school, 
on account of the small number of scholars. -By the con- 
solidation of this and the Neck Road school with the 
school No. 6, 2 considerable saving in money is effected 
without detriment to the scholar. 

During the Fall Term an Institute Service for Teachers 
was held at Grange Hall by invitation of the School 
Board. The excellent attendance from all the towns in- 
cluded in the field of the Institute. evinced the interest of 
the teachers in their work. 

In accordance with the law, we present to the Selectmen 
estimates for the ensuing year as follows:

The Meredith Sehool as a High School, having been 
disapproved by the State Superintendent of Public In- 
struction, the town cannot pay tuition bill at the school 
as heretofore.
